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The  Moon  in  Chinese  Poetry

Moon-gazing  is  an  activity  as  old  as 
Bttsian  history.  Fascinated  by  its  alter¬ 
nation  of  bright  and  dark  moods,  we 
look  for  secret  signs  from  this  il¬ 
luminated  body  in  the  night.  Sometimes 
the  simple  joy  of  losing  ourselves  in  the 
clear  cool  sky  at  night  and  finding  solace 
in  the  faithful  company  of  the  earth  is  a 
blessing. 

From  time  immemorial,  the  moon 
has  never  ceased  to  be  a  source  of  in¬ 
spiration  to  the  human  imagination.  Its 
enigma  travels  through  millennia  of 
space,  stirs  up  our  blunted  emotions, 
and  nurtures  our  dormant  creativity. 

In  the  middle  of  each  lunar  month, 
the  moon  presents  itself  in  its  full  glory. 
The  potent  round  disc  in  the  sky  pulls 
and  tucks  at  the  heart  until  the  poet 
inside  us  responds  in  kind.  A  casual 
glance  at  the  rich  literary  tradition 
would  reveal  that  at  one  point  or 
another,  our  poets  have  willingly  suc¬ 
cumbed  to  this  magic.  In  its  various 
guises  and  appeals,  this  heavenly  body 
becomes  a  confidante,  a  muse,  or  a 
source  of  revelation. 

There  are  lines  admiring  the  August 
Moon  such  as  these: 


When  the  cool  wind  blows  in  the  sky 
The  moonlight  ripples  across  up  high 


Or  the  lines  betraying  the  poet’s  la¬ 
ment  and  agony  under  the  August 
Moon: 


Counting  the  days,  the  August  Moon 
is  suddenly  here 

The  moon  is  perfectly  bright  and  full 
Yet  we  are  not  united  as  we  should 


At  times  the  poet  is  content: 


Deep  in  the  mountain  unknown  by 
anyone 

Except  for  the  bright  moon  which 
keeps  me  company 


The  lone  poet  might  even  be  in  a 
happier  mood  at  the  sight  of  the  full 
moon: 

When  the  bright  moon  is  born  at  sea 
Be  it  admired  by  all  simultaneously 


Li  Bai,  one  of  the  most  famous  poets 
in  Chinese  history  who  lived  in  the  Tang 
Dynasty,  was  very  fond  of  the  moon.

Mayoral  Candidates 
Discuss  Chinatovm 


As  the  city’s  mayoral  candidates 
enter  into  their  final  month  of  cam¬ 
paigning  before  the  Sept.  21  Preliminary 
Election,  it  appears  that  members  of  the 
Chinatown  community  will  probably 
split  their  votes  among  them. 

In  an  effort  to  get  candidates  to  focus 
on  Chinatown  neighborhood  issues,  the 
Sampan  has  interviewed  each  of  the 
major  candidates  to  determine  their 
thoughts  on  such  issues  as  the  continu¬ 
ing  existence  of  the  Combat  Zone, 
neighborhood  safety,  guns  in  the  city, 
land  use  and  institutional  expansion, 
and  education.  What  follows  are  sum¬ 
maries  of  some  of  the  points  made  by 
each  of  the  candidates  in  the  interviews. 

To  start  each  interview,  the  can¬ 
didates  were  asked  what  they  would  do 
to  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
neighborhood.  It  was  assumed  that  each 
of  them  had  at  some  point  walked 
through  the  neighborhood  and  perhaps 
had  thoughts  on  how  conditions  could 
be  improved  for  the  people  who  live 
here. 


They  were  also  asked  about  the  ongo¬ 
ing  controversy  surrounding  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  garage  on  Parcel  C,  and 
the  widespread  presence  of  guns  in  the 
city.  Knowing  that  the  Parcel  C  issue  has 
divided  the  community  some  candidates 
were  reluctant  to  take  a  clear  stand  on 
the  issue,  evading  it  by  saying  they  would 
listen  to  both  sides. 

They  were  also  asked  about  gun  con¬ 
trol,  since  the  city  has  witnessed  the 
shootings  of  numerous  young  people  in 
recent  months.  The  candidates  general¬ 
ly  agreed  that  guns  have  to  be  control¬ 
led,  but  it  remains  unclear  whether  the 
solutions  they  offered  would  have  a  sub¬ 
stantial  impact  on  the  problem. 

Candidates  were  also  asked  about  im¬ 
proving  the  public  schools,  with  most 
suggesting  that  improving  the  quality  of 
teaching  and  administration  along  with 
urging  more  parental  responsibility 
were  key  to  improving  education  in  the 
city.  Candidates  generally  vowed  to 
bring  more  Asians  into  city  government,

Police  Department 
Plans  to  Hire  Asians 


The  upcoming  Boston  Police 
Department  training  class  could  include 
as  many  as  13  new  Chinese-American 
police  candidates,  all  but  one  of  whom 
would  be  chosen  under  a  statute  that 
allows  the  police  commissioner  to  re¬ 
quest  civil  service  candidates  with  spe¬ 
cial  language  skills. 

"Under  Mayor  Menino  [12]  officers 
for  the  next  class  will  be  chosen  based  on 
linguistic  preference,"  said  Yon  Lee,  the 
city’s  liaison  to  the  Chinese  community. 
The  candidates,  however,  must  first  pass 
a  physical  before  being  admitted  into 
the  class,  which  could  begin  next  month. 

Acting  Mayor  Thomas  Menino  re¬ 
quested  civil  service  to  provide  the 
names  of  Asian  candidates  based  on  lin¬ 
guistic  preference  after  the  civil  service 
initially  provided  the  police  commis¬ 
sioner  with  a  list  that  did  not  contain  the 
names  of  Asian  candidates. 


The  only  way  to  move  the  candidates 
up  the  civil  service  list,  which  gives 
preferences  to  some  groups,  including 
veterans,  was  through  the  linguistic 
preference  category,  said  Lee. 

He  added  that  the  acting  mayor  asked 
Police  Commissioner  William  Bratton 
to  certify  that  the  police  department 
needed  officers  who  were  able  to  speak 
Chinese.  He  said  blacks  and  Hispanics 
are  able  to  move  up  the  list  because  they 
are  included  in  a  court-ordered  consent 
decree  meant  to  diversify  the  police 
force.  Asians,  however,  were  not 
covered  by  that  decree. 

Before  he  resigned  to  take  a  position 
as  US  Ambassador  to  the  Vatican, 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  approved  the 
scheduling  of  a  new  police  class,  which 
will  have  100  candidates.  The  candidates 
would  become  police  officers  in  one  to

Interview:  Film  Director  Ang  Lee  f*"' 
Takes  on  Challenging  Subjects 


When  his  mother  was  preg¬ 
nant  with  him,  she  was  fond  of 
chewing  sugar  cane  and  watching 
movies.  This,  she  suggests,  may 
partly  explain  his  choice  to  be¬ 
come  a  filmmaker.  Ang  Lee 
tends  to  agree.  It  was  fate,  he 
says,  that  led  him  to  movie 
making. 

The  Taiwan-born  director  of 
the  film  "Pushing  Hands,"  Lee 
was  in  Boston  recently  to  discuss 
his  latest  film,  "The  Wedding 
Banquet,"  which  opens  commer¬ 
cially  in  the  city  this  month.  "The 


Wedding  Banquet"  broke  box  of¬ 
fice  records  in  Taiwan  and  has 
also  garnered  a  number  of  film 
festival  awards,  including  the 
prestigious  Golden  Bear  Award 
at  the  1993  Berlin  Film  Festival. 

Lee  points  out  that  his  career 
actually  began  in  theater,  which 
he  studied  in  Taiwan  and  at  the 
University  of  Illinois.  Eventual¬ 
ly,  he  landed  at  the  prestigious 
New  York  University  film 
school.  "It’s  not  very  academic," 
he  says  of  NYU,  where  his  course 
work  required  him  to  shoot  five 


films.  And  while  he  gained  a  lot 
of  hands-on  experience  in  all 
aspects  of  film  production  at  film 
school,  he  notes  that  mastering 
the  technical  skills  of  filmmaking 
represents  onty  one  component 
of  the  process.  In  the  end,  he  ex¬ 
plains,  the  filmmaker’s  personal 
vision  -  drawn  from  one’s  own 
life  and  spirit  -  is  perhaps  the 
most  crucial  ingredient  of  suc¬ 
cessful  fifins. 

Lee  believes  that  in  addition 
to  being  entertainment,  films

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On  Mooncakes  and  Matchmakers

Tihe  Mid-Autumn  (August 
Moon)  Festival  falls  on  the  15th 
day  of  the  eighth  lunar  month. 
This  year  the  Mid- Autumn  Fes¬ 
tival-  according  to  the  Gregorian 
calendar-falls  on  Sept.  30, 
though  the  Chinatown  August 
Moon  Festival  is  held  Aug.  22. 

On  the  night  of  the  Mid- 
Autumn  Festival,  the  moon  is 
considered  to  be  brighter  and 
more  beautiful  than  at  any  other 
time  of  the  year.  In  Hong  Kong, 
people  celebrate  the  holiday  at 
night  and  usually  have  the  next 
day  off. 

On  the  night  of  the  festival, 
people  usually  join  their  families 
for  a  big  dinner.  Later,  they  go 
outside  to  gaze  at  the  moon. 
Some  people  go  to  beaches,  or  to 
the  top  of  hills,  or  to  roof  decks 
to  gaze  at  the  moon.  They  bring 
along  with  them  round-shaped 
fruit  and  mooncakes,  which  sym¬ 
bolize  the  fullness  of  the  moon. 

The  mooncake  is  the  most 
jtopular  food  of  the  Mid- 
Autumn  Festival.  People  greet 
their  relatives  and  friends  by 
giving  them  a  mooncake  as  a  gift. 
Legend  has  it  that  the  time  and 
place  of  the  Ming  revolution 
against  the  Mongols  of  the  Yuan 
E)^asty  in  1353  were  hidden  in¬ 
side  mooncakes  sent  to  friends 
and  relatives. 


Several  years  ago,  I  had  the 
chance  to  learn  how  to  make 
mooncakes  and  I  would  like  to 
share  with  you  a  mooncake 
recipe. 


Leung  Hung  with  mooncakes  at 
Hing  Shing  Pastry 

Redbean  Paste  Moon  Cake: 

Redbean  Paste  (filling) 
Ingredients: 

20  oz.  red  bean 
5  cups  water 
1 1/2  lb.  sugar 
1  2/3  cup  oil 
Method: 

l)Bring  5  cups  water  to  a  boil. 
Add  red  bean.  Continue  to  boil 


over  medium  heat  for  1  1/2 
hours.  Pour  into  a  strainer  and 
press  red  bean  through  to  form  a 
smooth  paste. 

2)  Put  red  bean  paste  in  a 
heated  wok.  Stir  over  low  heat 
until  dry.  Add  sugar  and  oil  to 
mix  into  a  thick  paste. 

Moon  Cake  Pastry: 

Ingredients: 

10  oz.  plain  flour 

7  oz.  syrup 

3  oz.  oil 

1/2  teaspoon  alkali  water 

Method: 

1)  Sift  flour  onto  the  table. 
Mix  thoroughly  with  syrup,  oil 
and  alkali  water.  Let  the  dough 
sit  for  three  hours. 

2)  Knead  the  dough  into  a 
long  roll.  Cut  into  1 1/4  oz.  equal 
portions  to  wrap  filling. 

3)  Dust  cake  mould  with  a  lit¬ 
tle  flour.  Press  dough  into  mould 
and  knock  out.  Bake  for  10 
minutes  at  400  degrees  F.  Brush 
egg  yoke  on  the  top  and  bake 
until  it  turns  brown. 

The  Moon  Elder

We  have  all  heard  of  the 
beautiful  tale  of  "Chang-E 
Rushes  to  the  Moon"  (Chang-E 


is  the  name  of  the  moon  lady  in  a 
Chinese  mythology).  But  how 
did  Yue  Lao  (which  literally 
means  moon  elder)  become  the 
symbol  of  the  matchmaker? 

Originally,  Yue  Lao  only 
referred  to  the  god  in  charge  of 
marriage.  But  today  we  also  call 
the  matchmakers  Yue  Lao.  This 
practice  originated  in  a  book 
titled,  "The  Engagement  Salon: 
Sequel  to  the  Spirit  and  Ghost 
Stories,"  compiled  by  Fu  Yan  Li 
of  the  Tang  period.  In  the  story, 
Ku  Wai,  also  of  the  Tang  period, 
visited  Sung  Cheng  (City  Sung) 
on  a  moonlit  night.  He  saw  an  old 
man  reading  a  book  by  the  light 
of  the  moon.  Kai  Wai  went  over 
to  him  and  furtively  looked  at  the 
book  he  was  reading.  He  found, 
however,  that  he  couldn’t  recog¬ 
nize  a  single  word.  He  ques¬ 
tioned  the  old  man  and  learned 
that  he  was  actually  the  god 
whose  duty  it  was  to  manage 
marriage  for  human  beings  and 
that  the  book  was  the  "Book  of 
Marriage."  Ever  since  then 
people  have  been  calling 
matchmakers  Yue  Lao  or  Yue 
Xia  Lao  Ren  (it  literally  means 
the  elder  under  the  moon). 

The  saying  that  all  marriages 
are  predestined  is  really  an 
idealistic  notion.  We  don’t  know 
if  the  marriage  broker  in

Still,  in  America  we 
celebrate  and  respect  the 
holiday.

The  Gods  Return  to  Long  Wan  Village

In  a  clearing  at  the  edge  of  the  village 
rice  fields,  farmers  stand  outside  a  small 
brick  temple.  With  the  sporadic  sound 
of  firecrackers  exploding  in  the  distance, 
they  enter  the  simple  one-room  building 
and  approach  the  candle-lit  altar,  plac¬ 
ing  offerings  of  rice  and  wine  before 
statues  of  the  village’s  ancestral  gods. 
After  lighting  incense  and  candles,  they 
kowtow  before  the  gods,  praying  for  the 
well-being  of  their  families  in  the  days 
ahead. 

Because  today  is  Qing  Ming,  the  day 
when  Chinese  pay  their  respects  to  the 
dead,  many  people  are  visiting  the 
temple  to  pray  to  the  local  gods,  who 
represent  the  mythical  parents  of  the 
people  of  Lxing  Wan  village  in  China’s 
Guangdong  Province.  In  villages  across 
China  today,  in  a  ritual  that  reaches 
deep  into  China’s  ancient  past,  the 
people  will  pray  to  their  local  gods  and 
to  their  ancestors  for  wealth,  health,  and 
protection  from  evil. 

While  the  outside  world  may  have 
once  believed  that  religion  in  China  had 
drawn  its  last  breath  under  the  influence 
of  communism  and  Mao  Zedong 
thought,  it  has  been  making  a  surprising 
comeback  over  the  last  decade,  as  the 
Chinese  people  revert  to  religious  prac¬ 
tices  that  reach  deep  into  their  collective 
past.  Though  the  communists  may  still 
equate  religion  with  superstition,  the 
Party  in  most  cases  does  not  stop  the 
people  from  worshipping  village  gods  or 
practicing  Buddhism.  As  in  many  com¬ 
munities  across  the  country.  Long  Wan 
Village  now  has  both  a  temple  for  Bud¬ 
dhism,  which  originated  in  India  and 
traveled  to  China  centuries  ago,  and  one 
for  the  local  religion  -  which  is  perhaps 
the  most  popular  form  of  worship  in 
China  today.  In  nearby  Zhanjiang, 
Christians  can  be  seen  at  the  Catholic 
Church  built  by  the  French,  which  draws 
both  serious  worshippers  and  young 
people  curious  about  Western  ideas. 

Representing  the  gods  on  the  altar  of 
Long  Wan’s  ancestral  temple  are  statues 
of  a  man  with  a  long  flowing  white  beard; 
a  veiled  woman  dressed  in  long  robes; 
and  several  small  children.  Chinese 
characters  nearby  explain  the  origins  of 


the  gods,  telling  how  the  village  original¬ 
ly  belonged  to  the  woman  and  how  she 
allowed  the  man  to  come  here  to  live 
with  her,  so  that  now  all  of  the  villagers 
are  their  children.  Villages  across  China 
have  their  own  form  of  local  deities,  with 
some  represented  by  a  man,  others  by  a 
woman,  some,  like  I^ng  Wan’s,  by  both. 

Called  the  "Happiness  Kindness 
Hall,"  the  temple  of  the  local  god  is  dark 
and  shadowy  inside,  with  people  coming 
and  going  quietly.  The  air  is  redolent  of 
incense  and  burning  wax.  An  elderly 
woman  solemnly  kowtows  before  the 
altar,  where  the  faces  of  the  gods  glow 
eerily  in  the  flickering  light  of  the 
candles.  The  farmers  say  they  come  to 
the  temple  to  pray  for  many  things:  often 
it’s  for  nature  to  cooperate  with  them  to 
bring  a  good  rice  and  sugarcane  harvest; 
often  it’s  for  the  health  of  their  family 
members,  who  in  times  of  sickness  per¬ 
haps  fear  they  won’t  have  enough  money 
to  pay  their  hospital  bills. 

Often,  though,  they  pray  to  conceive 
a  male  child,  who  they  believe  can  help 
them  with  farm  work  and  care  for  them 
in  their  old  age.  This  is  especially  true  in 
today’s  China,  with  its  one-child-per- 
family  birth  control  policy.  In  Long  Wan 
itself,  villagers  have  sometimes  been 
dragged  from  their  homes  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  by  government  authorities, 
who  take  them  to  a  secret  location 
where  they’re  pressured  to  have  an  abor¬ 
tion  or  a  sterilization  operation.  Be¬ 
cause  of  traditional  family  pressure  to 
bear  a  male  child  and  government  pres¬ 
sure  to  bear  only  one  child,  women  often 
pray  to  the  local  deities  for  help  in  con¬ 
ceiving  a  boy.  On  the  wall  of  the  temple 
people  sometimes  hang  flags  either  as¬ 
king  the  village  goddess  to  bring  them  a 
son  or  thanking  her  for  having  answered 
their  prayers  and  brought  them  one. 

Throughout  the  village  today  there  is 
an  air  of  celebration.  A  small  table  has 
been  set  up  in  front  of  the  temple  to  hold 
the  food  and  drink  to  be  offered  to  the 
gods;  there  are  cooked  ducks,  eggs,  rice, 
rice  wine,  and  tea.  After  the  villagers 
have  finished  praying  inside  the 
darkened  temple,  they  return  to  the  yard 
to  burn  yellow  paper  money  or  light 
firecrackers,  sending  plumes  of  smoke 


drifting  across  the  nearby  fields  and 
obscuring  the  moving  figures  coming 
and  going  nearby. 

In  an  open  place  outside  the  temple, 
a  woman  kow  tows  before  yet  another 
village  deity,  a  stone  dog  perched  atop  a 
high  cone-shaped  pedestal.  The  people 
say  the  dog  will  protect  village  homes 
from  evil  intruders.  One  woman  kow 
towing  before  it  says  she  prays  that  her 
children  will  be  healthy  and  that  her 
family  will  have  enough  food.  Still 
another,  middle-aged  woman  prays  that 
her  son  will  pass  the  upcoming  college 
entrance  examination,  a  demanding  test 
that  determines  who  will  attend  college 
in  China.  While  the  farmers  pray  to  vil¬ 
lage  gods  in  times  of  trouble,  they  also 
seek  help  fi-om  their  ancestors,  whose 
ghosts  -  at  least  some  believe  -  live  on 
after  death. 

Most  of  the  farmers  visiting  the 
temple  today  are  women.  According  to 
many  villagers,  it’s  usually  elderly 
people  or  women  who  practice  religion 
in  Long  Wan  now.  After  years  of  com¬ 
munist  rule  in  which  religious  practices 
had  been  suppressed,  the  younger  vil¬ 
lagers  have  little  knowledge  of  their 
elders’  religious  traditions.  In  the  course 
of  their  public  school  education,  they 
are  usually  told  that  religion  is  super¬ 
stitious.  And  since  religion  could  only 
be  practiced  in  secret  before  1978,  when 
restrictions  on  religious  praaice  were 
liberalized,  it’s  often  only  the  elderly 
who  remember  the  rituals  and  are  able 
to  pass  on  religious  traditions  now. 
Oddly,  it’s  the  elderly  too  who  have  kept 
alive  the  memory  of  Mao  Zedong, 
whose  image  still  has  a  prominent  place 
on  living  room  walls  and  who  has  him¬ 
self  become  a  kind  of  deity.  Mao  Zedong 
is  like  a  god  who  can  protect  the  family 
and  bring  it  good  luck,  says  "Grandma" 
Chi  Shui,  an  elderly  woman  in  her  seven¬ 
ties. 

While  the  elderly  have  returned  to 
earlier  religious  practices,  the  young 
have  more  worldly  concerns:  many  are 
unhappy  with  the  marginal  life  of  the 
village  and  are  eager  to  move  to  the  city. 
Preoccupied  with  thoughts  of  doing 
business  and  eamiog  money  -  a  near 
obsession  these  days  in  China’s  rapidly 


developing  Guangdong  Province  -  the 
village  young  people  seem  to  pay  scant 
attention  either  to  religion  or  to  Mao 
Zedong.  Moreover,  many  older  people 
who  do  practice  religion  tend  to  visit  the 
village  temples  only  on  important  days 
such  as  Spring  Festival,  Mid-Autumn 
Festival  and  Qing  Ming- 

Nevertheless,  the  religious  presence 
in  the  village  is  unmistakable,  especially 
on  days  like  Qing  Ming,  when  even 
children  can  be  seen  kowtowing  before 
the  graves.  Translated  as  "clear  bright," 
Qing  Ming  is  one  of  the  24  climatic 
periods  in  the  Chinese  lunar  calendar 
that  guides  the  day-to-day  life  of  the 
village  and  keeps  it  synchronized  with 
the  rhythms  of  nature.  It’s  also  the  time 
when  the  weather  begins  to  change  from 
rainy  and  grey  to  bright  and  sunny. 
Usually  falling  in  early  April  on  an  over¬ 
cast  day,  Qing  Ming  also  marks  the  time 
when  spring  rice  and  sugarcane  are 
planted.  In  their  prayers  to  deceased 
relatives  on  Qing  Ming,  the  villagers 
also  pray  for  a  successful  planting 
season  and  a  good  harvest. 

From  the  dirt  road  that  passes  be¬ 
tween  sugarcane  fields  and  village 
houses,  families  can  be  seen  moving  in 
long  single-file  caravans  across  the  fields 
toward  the  village  cemetery.  Resem¬ 
bling  pilgrims  on  a  journey  to  some  holy 
place,  the  adults,  wearing  wide- 
brimmed  straw  hats  and  carrying  baskets 
filled  with  food,  lead  their  children  to 
the  hillside  graveyard.  The  graves  are 
scattered  across  a  low  circle  of  hills 
rising  from  a  small  pool  of  water.  When 
deciding  on  a  burial  site,  the  villagers 
consider  the  "feng  shui"  or  "wind  and 
water"  conditions  of  the  site,  believing 
that  a  grave  overlooking  water  repre¬ 
sents  good  "feng  shui"  and  will  bring 
good  fortune  to  the  deceased’s  children. 

By  early  afternoon  the  graveyard  has 
taken  on  an  almost  festive  air.  Families 
dot  the  hillside,  crowding  close  to  the 
graves.  Long  stream  of  red  firecrackers 
are  suspended  from  a  stick  and  held 
close  to  the  graves,  exploding  in  a  stac¬ 
cato  fury  of  orange  flame  and  smoke. 
Two  men  from  one  family  move  from 
grave  to  grave  carrying  a  whole  roasted 
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pig  to  be  offered  to  their  ancestors. 
Small  children  watch  in  awe  -  and  some 
fear  -  as  firecrackers  explode  across  the 
hillside,  filling  the  air  with  huge  clouds 
of  smoke  and  the  pungent  smell  of  burn¬ 
ing  sulphur.  Some  of  the  people,  dressed 
in  bright  dresses  and  pressed  suits,  seem 
out  of  place  in  the  village;  they  are 
people  who  have  long  since  left  the  vil¬ 
lage  for  the  city,  but  who  have  returned 
today  to  visit  a  parent’s  or  grandparent’s 
grave. 

In  a  crowded  section  of  the  cemetery, 
a  family  of  seven  brothers  and  cousins, 
most  of  them  dressed  in  white  shirts  and 
black  suits,  move  with  their  children 
from  one  family  grave  to  another,  carry¬ 
ing  baskets  of  food  and  bright  red  pack¬ 
ages  of  firecrackers.  Though  some  of  the 
Liang  family  graves  are  marked  by  long 
cylindrical  concrete  tombs,  most  are 
simply  mounds  difficult  for  the  un¬ 
trained  eye  to  see.  Today  only  the  Liang 
family  men  and  their  children  have  come 
to  visit  the  graves.  The  women  always 
stay  at  home,"  says  one  brother,  who 
adds  that  they  are  allowed  to  come  if 
they  really  want  to.  The  brothers  clean 
the  area  around  the  grave  and  rebuild 
the  grave  mound.  One  brother  digs  a 
small  hole  in  front  of  the  grave  and 
pours  rice  wine  into  it.  Then  he  lights 
small  candles,  which  some  people 
believe  will  guide  the  spirits  home  again, 
and  small  pieces  of  paper,  which  are  said 
to  represent  money,  clothes,  gold,  or  a 
house.  The  smoke  fi'om  the  burning 
paper  will  carry  the  money  or  clothes  to 


say  a  ghost  could  follow  them  home  and 
create  mischief. 

Though  many  villagers  visit  the 
graves  of  their  ancestors,  many  never¬ 
theless  remain  skeptical  about  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  spirits.  "Some  believe,  some 
don’t,"  says  one  brother.  "But  it  doesn’t 
matter  if  they  believe  or  disbelieve;  they 
all  come  here  to  pay  their  respects  to 
their  ancestors."  The  ritual  of  Qing 
Ming,  he  suggests,  is  a  deeply  ingrained 
village  tradition  that  serves  some  deeper 
purpose  and  that  confirms  the  connec¬ 
tion  between  the  living  and  dead  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family. 

Another  villager  on  a  nearby  hill  says 
that  most  of  the  members  of  his  family 
are  also  skeptical.  "They  don’t  believe  in 
the  other  world  very  much,"  he  says. 
"They  come  here  out  of  respect  for  their 
ancestors"  and  to  remember  them. 
"When  people  die,  they  just  die,"  he 
adds,  laughing  a  little.  He  says  he  comes 
to  the  graveyard  to  thank  his  ancestors 
for  bringing  him  into  the  world.  "If  it 
weren’t  for  them,"  he  says,  "none  of  us 
would  be  here  today."  Farmers  today, 
adds  another  villager,  believe  that  a 
person’s  happiness  in  life  depends  on 
himself,  not  on  his  ancestors.  "It’s  a 
Chinese  tradition  to  believe  that  one’s 
ancestors  can  help  you  in  your  life,"  he 
says.  "But  now  many  people  no  longer 
believe  this."  Still,  he  adds,  smiling  at  his 
own  uncertainty,  one  can  never  be  sure 
about  this.  ‘ 

In  a  distant  part  of  the  village,  in  a

i  When  all  the  preliminary  rituals  have 
I  been  completed,  family  members  kneel 
before  the  grave  and  whisper  a  private 
prayer  to  the  dead.  There  is  a  moment  of 
silence  in  the  fields  when  the  dead  and 
the  living  meet.  Then  a  child  brings  a 
long  strip  of  red  firecrackers  forward 
and  hands  it  to  one  of  the  adults,  who 
.  suspends  it  from  a  stick  and  lights  it  in 
I  front  of  the  grave.  The  sound  is  deafen- 
:  ing.  To  protect  themselves,  the  children 
I  sometimes  hide  behind  their  father  or 
plug  their  ears  with  hands  or  fingers. 
'  The  graves  are  obscured  by  thick  plumes 
:  of  smoke  swirling  across  the  hillside. 

!  For  an  instant  the  mystery  and  fear  that 
only  death  can  inspire  seems  actively 
present  on  the  hillside. 

Finally  there  is  just  silence;  the 
smoke  slowly  clears  and  an  unspoken 
moment  of  memory  lingers  in  the  open 
field.  Then  the  family  members  slowly 
pick  up  their  baskets  and  move  on  to  the 
next  grave.  It’s  the  sound  of  the  explod¬ 
ing  firecrackers,  they  say,  that  will  send 
I  the  spirits  of  the  deceased  back  to  the 
I  spirit  world.  Although  the  villagers  -  at 
'  the  beginning  of  the  ritual -call  on  their 
I  ancestors  to  return  to  the  graves  to  take 
their  offered  gifts,  they  eventually  must 
send  them  away  again;  otherwise  they 


shady  place  hidden  by  trees,  an  elderly 
woman  on  her  way  to  the  rice  fields  stops 
at  a  small  house  to  leave  sticks  of  burn¬ 
ing  incense.  She  stops  at  one  of  the  many 
smaller  temples  in  Long  Wan  where  vil¬ 
lagers  also  go  to  pray.  Dedicated  to  the 
ancestors  of  particular  families,  these 
temples  are  usually  close  to  the  family 
house  and  are  visited  by  family  members 
on  important  holidays  or  on  the  an¬ 
niversary  of  a  relative’s  death.  The  vil¬ 
lagers  believe  that  the  spirits  of  the  dead 
will  be  drawn  to  the  small  houses,  which 
contain  the  deceased  person’s  name 
written  in  Chinese  characters  on  a  piece 
of  wood  or  paper,  which  is  called  Lin 
Pai. 

Some  of  the  very  old  villagers,  one 
woman  explains,  will  sometimes  try  to 
communicate  with  the  dead  through 
mediums  or  special  people  whom  ghosts 
will  speak  through.  Sometimes  they 
want  to  communicate  with  the  spirit  of 
a  dead  relative,  believing  that  the  dead 
can  bring  trouble  to  the  living  if  they  are 
unhappy  about  something.  Only  on  cer¬ 
tain  days  of  the  month  is  it  possible  to 
communicate  with  the  dead,  she  says, 
though  she  adds  that  she  herself  doesn’t 
believe  this,  nor  do  most  of  the  younger 
people  in  the  village. 

Though  religious  practice  in  the  vil¬ 
lage  seems  fairly  commonplace  now,  it

wasn’t  always  that  way.  During  the  Cul¬ 
tural  Revolution  religious  practices 
were  considered  superstitious  and  an 
outgrowth  of  feudalism,  which  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party  was  intent  on  rooting  out. 
Even  today,  the  Communist  Party 
frowns  upon  religions,  still  considering 
them  a  form  of  superstition.  In  fact, 
some  so-called  "superstitious"  practices 
are  still  prohibited  and  in  some  cases 
have  led  to  arrests.  Often  Party  officials 
will  urge  people  -  especially  other  Party 
members  -  not  to  practice  any  religion. 
But  despite  its  distaste  for  religion,  the 
Party  claims  that  the  people  by  law  have 
religious  freedom  as  long  as  it  doesn’t 
threaten  the  stability  of  the  state,  or  its 
power.  As  a  result,  the  villagers  have 
gradually  returned  to  the  religious  prac¬ 
tices  they  knew  before  the  Communist 
Revolution  of  1949. 

Shrouded  in  trees  on  a  village  hill 
overlooking  the  lowland  fields  is  the 
village’s  new  Buddhist  temple.  Inside,  a 
lone  villager,  dressed  in  a  black  cape, 
chants  a  Buddhist  sutra  (or  teaching) 
and  rings  a  bell  before  an  altar  of  Bud¬ 
dhas.  Flowers  have  been  placed  on  the 
altar  and  incense  burns  nearby.  The 
temple  was  built  about  seven  years  ago 
to  replace  one  that  had  exist^  on  the 
site  for  hundreds  of  years.  The  original 
temple,  however,  was  closed  and  fell 
into  disrepair  and  "the  old  monk  was 
driven  away"  during  the  Cultural 
Revolution,  says  Guang  Chi,  the  Bud¬ 
dhist  monk  who  organized  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  new  temple.  During  the 
Cultural  Revolution  the  people  had  to 
practice  Buddhism  in  secret  b^use  the 
Communist  Party  prohibited  it.  And 
while  Buddhism  has  seen  a  revival  in 
recent  years,  the  villagers  say  that  young 
people  seldom  seem  drawn  to  it. 
"Generally  the  old  people  believe  in 
Buddhism,"  says  Liang  Sou  Nan,  a  55- 
year-old  farmer.  "I  don’t  really  believe  in 
it,"  he  adds,  smiling.  "I  just  believe  a 
little." 

The  elderly  woman  sitting  in  the 
shade  of  a  hillside  house  near  the  Bud¬ 
dhist  temple,  however,  is  one  of  the 
village’s  more  serious  practitioners. 
Shelling  freshly-harvested  peanuts  on  a 
warm  afternoon,  she  says  she  visits  the 
temple  every  day  -  in  the  morning  and  in 
the  evening.  "I  pray  for  good  health,"  she 
says,  adding  that  she  believes  practicing 
Buddhism  will  lead  to  a  better  existence 
after  death.  "A  good  man  will  go  to 
heaven  after  he  dies,"  she  says.  "But  an 
evil  man  will  not." 

Xu  Mei,  a  39-year-old  woman,  is  also 
a  believer.  She  says  she  believes  that 
lighting  candles  and  incense  and  praying 
to  the  Buddha  will  bring  god’s  blessing 
to  her  family.  Prayer  will  bring  them 


good  fortune,  she  says,  explaining  that 
her  family  on  festival  days  goes  to  pray 
in  their  old  village  house  because  it  has 
a  Buddhist  shrine.  She  prays,  she  says, 
for  a  good  life  in  this  world.  But  what 
happens  to  people  after  death  is  some¬ 
thing  she  knows  little  about.  "Only 
people  who  have  died  know  where  they 
go,"  she  says.

It’s  Sunday  afternoon  and  Guang 
Chi,  the  temple’s  principal  monk,  sits  in 
a  small  dormitory  room  attached  to  the 
Buddhist  temple.  Dressed  in  grey  robes 
and  with  a  shaved  head,  he  stares  at  a 
guest  with  an  eye  that  seems  strangely 
frozen  in  its  socket.  It’s  a  glass  eye.  His 
room  is  rather  disorderly,  with  many 
empty  bottles  strewn  under  his  bed  and 
books,  tea  cups,  scraps  of  paper  scat¬ 
tered  across  his  dresser.  Five  years  ago, 
he  explains,  he  came  to  Long  Wan  to 
build  the  temple.  It’s  only  in  recent  years 
-  since  1978  -  that  the  villagers  have 
again  been  allowed  to  practice  openly. 
"The  local  officials  have  good  relations 
with  the  monks"  now,  he  says,  in  part 
because  "the  Communist  Party  used  to 
hold  meetings  in  the  temple"  before  the 
1949  Communist  Revolution.  "This 
temple  supported  the  Communist 
Party,"  he  says. 

Guang  says  that  perhaps  100  villagers 
practice  at  the  temple  now.  They  come 
during  the  important  village  festivals, 
like  Qing  Ming  and  Spring  Festival. 
Some  come  daily  -  in  the  morning,  at 
noon,  and  in  the  evening  -  to  worship 
with  the  monks.  Descended  from  the 
Pure  Land  form  of  Buddhism  that  em¬ 
phasizes  prayer  and  the  repetition  of  the 
Buddha’s  name,  the  village  practice  in¬ 
volves  chanting  sutras,  meditation,  and 
the  use  of  bells  and  drums.  After  a  sun¬ 
rise  breakfast,  the  monks  go  to  the  fields 
to  do  farmwork  if  there’s  work  to  be 
done,  says  Guang.  Though  the  temple 
has  50  mu  of  land,  the  monks  only  cul¬ 
tivate  10  mu  now.  "We  don’t  have 
enough  workers,"  he  says,  "so  the  crop 
isn’t  big  enough  to  support  ourselves." 
As  a  result,  the  monks  accept  donations 
of  rice  and  money  from  the  villagers. 

In  China,  says  Guang,  there  is  only 
one  form  of  Buddhism,  and  it  can  be 
found  in  temples  all  over  the  country. 
"Without  Buddhism,"  he  says,  "a  man’s 
life  differs  little  from  the  life  of  an  ant  or 
an  animal.  He  lives  and  dies  and  life  is 
worth  nothing."

Chinatown  Town  Meeting  Will  Focus  on  Jobs 


The  Chinatown  Coalition  of 
Healthy  Boston  is  planning  a 
Town  Meeting  for  September  26 
to  inform  community  members 
of  services  available  for  people 
seeking  jobs  or  job  training. 

In  addition  to  the  event’s 
focus  on  jobs  for  the  unemployed 
members  of  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity,  the  Town  Meeting  will 
also  give  participants  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  discuss  the  overall  con¬ 
cerns  of  the  community  and  plot 
out  a  course  for  it  in  the  future. 

"We  really  want  the  people 
who  live  in  the  community  to 
participate  and  offer  their  view 
of  things,"  said  Beverly  Wing,  ex- 
ecutive  director  of  the 
Chinatown  Coalition.  "We  know 
that  the  unemployment  rate  is 
high,"  said  Wing,  who  added  that 
a  shortage  of  jobs  in  a  still  slug¬ 
gish  economy  remains  a  major 
concern  for  the  area’s  Asian 
community.  She  said  the  seg¬ 
ment  of  the  immigrant  com¬ 
munity  that  has  traditionally 
relied  on  jobs  in  the  restaurant 
•  industry  has  been  particularly 


hard-hit  in  recent  years  by  job 
layoffs  and  reduced  working 
hours. 

The  Chinatown  Coalition, 
which  is  the  organizer  of  the 
meeting,  is  one  of  the  city’s  21 
community  coalitions  included 
in  the  Healthy  Boston  Initiative, 
a  citywide  program  funded  by  the 
city  to  mobilize  organizations, 
residents  and  others  to  improve 
the  economic,  social,  mental, 
and  physical  will  being  of  people 
and  communities. 

"Healthy  Boston  is  not  just 
about  health  care,  but  also  about 
education,  economic  develop¬ 
ment,  housing,  recreation, 
public  safety  and  human  ser¬ 
vices,"  according  to  a  statement 
by  the  organization,  which  is  part 
of  an  international  movement 
adopted  by  the  World  Health 
Organization  to  improve  the 
health  of  communities 
worldwide. 

The  Chinatown  Coalition  is 
made  up  of  many  neighborhood 
community  organizations,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Asian  American 


Civic  Association  (AACA),  the 
South  Cove  YMCA,  and  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  organization  has 
received  $67,000  for  the  project, 
which  first  requires  the  Coalition 
to  determine  the  resources  and 
needs  of  the  community  and  then 
formulate  a  plan  of  action.  The 
Coalition  can  eventually  apply 
for  further  funding  to  implement 
its  plan. 

The  Town  Meeting  will  be 
held  in  Chinatown  at  Tufts 
University’s  Sadder  Building  on 
the  afternoon  of  Sept.  26  and  will 
include  a  job  training  and  jobs 
fair.  Banks,  community  or¬ 
ganizations,  firms  which  employ 
members  of  the  community  will 
also  be  invited  to  the  meeting. 

Organizers  also  plan  to  invite 
the  two  finalists  in  the  city’s 
mayoral  election,  as  well  as  other 
local  officials.  Wing  said  infor¬ 
mation  and  advice  will  also  be 
available  to  people  who  want  to 
start  their  own  business.  Three 
languages  -  Chinese  (for  the 
most  part  Cantonese),  Viet¬ 


namese  and  English  -  will  be  in 
use  during  the  Town  Meeting. 

Wing  pointed  out  that  jobs 
was  chosen  as  the  focal  point  of 
the  Town  Meeting  because  it’s 
believed  that  many  people  in  the 
community  continue  to  struggle 
to  find  jobs.  A  Chinatown  Coali¬ 
tion  survey  suggests  that  there 
has  been  a  significant  number  of 
people  laid  off  in  the  restaurant 
industry. 

The  word  is  that  "business  has 
been  off  despite  the  surge  of  new 
restaurant  openings,"  she  said. 
"It  hasn’t  rebounded."  There  are 
also  some  concerns  in  the  com¬ 
munity  that  the  restaurant  busi¬ 
ness  may  never  rebound 
sufficiently  to  provide  the  com¬ 
munity  with  jobs  as  it  has  in  the 
past.  "They  need  to  start  thinking 
beyond  the  restaurant  industry," 
she  said.  "I  think  a  lot  of  men 
have  not  looked  at  other  op¬ 
tions."  She  said  that  through  dis¬ 
cussions  it  appears  that  many 
middle-aged  woman  who  have 
been  here  less  than  five  years  are 
supporting  their  family,  often 


through  child  care.  Their  "hus¬ 
bands  have  not  been  able  to  find 
work,"  she  said,  adding  that  some 
people  have  left  the  area  because 
of  the  economic  downturn. 

While  having  an  adequate 
number  of  jobs  is  crucial  to  the 
health  of  the  community,  the 
Chinatown  Coalition  has  deter¬ 
mined  a  number  of  other  con¬ 
cerns.  In  a  survey  of  ESL  adult 
education  students  at  the 
AACA,  the  Coalition  found  that 
Chinese  speakers  were  most  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  quality  of  life  in 
the  neighborhood  itself.  "My 
neighborhood  needs  to  be  safer. 
My  neighborhood  needs  to  be 
cleaner"  were  some  of  the 
general  points  that  people  were 
making  in  the  survey,  she  said.  In 
particular,  people  were  dissatis¬ 
fied  with  the  continuing  exist¬ 
ence  of  the  Combat  Zone  and 
wanted  it  removed  from  the  area. 
The  Vietnamese  students,  in 
contrast,  were  most  concerned 
about  ESL,  jobs  and  health  care 
services.

.*  "Thoughts  on  August  Moon,"  abound  in 
^  anthologies.  This  sentiment  is  par- 

.  '  ticularly  prominent  when  people  are  far 
1  away  from  home.  Be  it  merchants  on  the 
road,  or  mandarins  falling  out  of  favor 
with  the  emperor,  or  soldiers  being 
!  stranded  on  the  frontier,  this  separation 
’  fi’om  home  could  easily  turn  into  a  life- 
I  ;  long  exile,  given  the  not  so  advanced 
means  of  transportation  in  ancient 
I  times. 

Yet,  the  August  Moon  can  be  a  time 
1  of  joy  and  happiness  for  those  who  truly 
'  believe  in  the  spirit  of  the  Festival.  Here 
(  I  have  a  story  for  our  readers. 

!  Once  there  lived  a  beautiful  young 
;  girl  named  Li.  She  was  intelligent  and 
-  skillful  at  many  things  -  embroidery, 
i  painting,  calligraphy,  poetry.  She  was 
betrothed  to  a  handsome  young  man 
who  lived  in  the  same  village.  Li  was  very 
j  pleased  with  the  choice.  She  counted  the 
days  when  she  would  be  the  happiest 
1  bride  in  the  world.  The  wedding  took 
place  as  they  had  planned. 

Unfortunately,  fate  had  it  that  they 
would  not  enjoy  their  bliss  for  too  long. 

I  On  the  night  of  the  wedding,  the 
emperor’s  messengers  came  to  Li’s  vil¬ 
lage  and  drafted  all  eligible  young  men 
to  the  frontier.  The  enemies  from  the 
north  had  launched  an  attack. 

A  night  of  great  expectation  ended  in 
tears  and  promises  of  speedy  return. 
Even  though  it  was  common  knowledge 
that  soldiers  rarely  came  back  alive  from 
the  front,  Li  refused  to  give  up  hope  that 
her  beloved  would  one  day  be  back 
whole  and  intact.  To  express  this  insa¬ 


tiable  faith  in  their  eventual  reunion, 
she  began  to  make  lanterns  and  hang 
them  outside  her  house.  These  lanterns 
were  exquisite  works  of  art.  Elegant  pic¬ 
tures  were  drawn  on  the  carefully  pasted 
up  paper  which  was  wrapped  around 
fi'ames  of  different  shapes.  Poems  were 
written  on  the  lanterns  to  express  her 
love  for  the  absent  one.  On  the  night  of 
every  August  Moon  Festival,  Li  prayed 
to  the  Moon  that  all  her  lanterns  would 
light  the  way  of  her  husband’s 
homeward  passage. 

The  years  came  and  went.  No  one 
knew  what  had  become  of  the  young 
man.  Soon  another  August  Moon  Fes¬ 
tival  was  upon  the  village.  Li  lit  the 
lanterns  as  was  her  habit,  never  once 
disturbed  by  her  fruitless  vigil.  Amid  the 
bright  and  colorful  lanterns  which  were 
dancing  to  the  refireshing  breeze  of  the 
autumn  night,  Li  quietly  delivered  the 
same  prayer  to  the  Moon. 

Just  then  some  laughter  reached  her 
ear.  The  children  of  the  village  were  run¬ 
ning  to  her  house,  all  excited.  A  familiar 
figure  had  appeared  at  the  village  gate, 
they  told  her.  Now  the  same  figure  was 
approaching  Li.  No  doubt  it  was  her 
husband.;  no  doubt  he  had  finally  come 
home  to  her,  alive  and  well! 

Everyone  was  overjoyed  for  the 
couple.  The  neighbors  came  with 
presents  and  good  wishes.  Li  gave  out  all 
her  lanterns  to  everyone  so  that  each 
house  could  have  a  warm  light  for  the 
loved  ones  who  were  far  away  from 
home. 

When  Su  Dong  Po  of  the  Song 
Dynasty  was  alone  in  a  distant  outpost, 
he  might  not  have  all  the  lanterns  in  the 
world  to  cheer  his  mood.  However,  he 
had  his  poetry  and  his  optimism  to 
soothe  his  soul.  Most  of  all,  he  had  the 
exceptional  August  Moon  to  which  he 
could  sing  out  his  life  of  exile.  His  well- 
known  lyric  written  on  the  night  of  an 
August  Moon  Festival  begins  with  these 
lines; 

When  will  the  bright  moon  be  here 
again? 

Thus  I  question  the  sky  with  this  cup 
of  wine. 

What  will  the  night  be  tonight 

For  those  in  the  heavenly  palace? 

Perchance  I  shall  ride  the  wind  and 
return 

Yet  I  fear  the  jade  palace  up  high 

Might  be  too  cold  for  me! 

Dancing  with  my  lone  shadow  down 
here 

What  other  things  on  Earth  could  be 
better? 


The  poet  dissolved  the  anguish  of 
separation  from  his  loved  ones  in  words 
of  hope  and  acceptance.  In  a  stroke  of 
genuine  understanding  of  Taoist  belief 
in  being  at  one  with  nature,  Su  Dong  Po 
gave  us  these  most  often  quoted  lines  of 
love  and  wisdom; 

Human  life  is  full  of  happy  and  sad 
affairs 


The  moon  wanes  and  waxes  as  often 
as  ours 

Such  has  never  been  perfect  through 
the  years 

Would  that  we  can  be  around  a  bit 
longer 

Though  thousand  miles  apart,  we  will 

Admire  this  beautiful  Moon  Lady 
together

Searching  for  the  Real  Vietnam

Hollywood  films  about  Viet¬ 
nam  usually  contain  little  about 
the  Vietnamese  themselves.  Ob¬ 
serving  the  country  and  people 
through  Western  eyes,  these 
works  usually  offer  a  distorted 
view  of  the  people  who  live  there. 
Their  shortcoming  is  that  they 
fail  to  enter  the  interior  life  or 
capture  much  of  the  culture  of 
the  Vietnamese  people.  Viet¬ 
nam  serves  as  a  stage  on  which 
Americans  play  out  their  own 
private  psychodrama,  with  its 
own  peculiar  obsessions,  fears, 
cruelties,  deceptions,  and  ideals. 

Despite  its  director’s  effort  to 
treat  the  material  in  a  more  even- 
handed  way  than  the  book  on 
which  it  was  based,  the  film 
"Rising  Sun"  still  offers  a  pretty 
typical  Hollywood  depiction  of 
an  Asian  culture.  The  Japanese 
characters  in  this  film  are 
caracutures,  and  it’s  safe  to  say 
that  most  Japanese  wouldn’t  see 
much  of  themselves  in  them. 

Another  example  of  this  ten¬ 
dency  to  see  the  world  always 
through  American  or  Western 
eyes  is  "Miss  Saigon,"  a  musical 
play  now  being  shown  at  the 
Wang  Center.  It  too  fails  to  offer 
the  audience  a  credible  depiction 
of  Vietnam,  except  perhaps  in 
some  of  the  stage  scenes  that  try 
to  replicate,  for  example,  a  vil¬ 
lage  house  or  a  military  parade. 

In  the  documentary  film, 
"From  Hollywood  to  Hanoi," 
showing  at  the  Harvard  Film  Ar¬ 
chive  in  Cambridge  through 
Aug.  26,  director  Tiana  (Thi 
Thanh  Nga)  has  managed  to 
make  a  film  about  Vietnam  that 
does  seem  authentic,  largely  be-

cause  it’s  able  to  explore  some¬ 
thing  of  the  interior  life  of  the 
Vietnamese  people  that  always 
seems  missing  from  what  Hol¬ 
lywood  cranks  out.  Ironically, 
the  filmmaker  is  a  Vietnamese- 
born  Hollywood  actor  who 
moved  with  her  family  from 
Vietnam  to  California  in  1966. 

The  documentary  film  tells 
the  personal  story  of  the 
filmmaker’s  family  and  their 
journey  to  America,  as  well  as 
her  return  to  Vietnam.  The 
result  is  both  entertaining  and 
informative.  By  the  end  of  the 
film,  the  viewer  should  have  a 
stronger  sense  of  Vietnam  today 
and  also  a  sense  that  the  Viet¬ 
namese  are  ready  to  move  for¬ 
ward.  The  people  interviewed  in 
the  film  in  general  seem  to  want 
to  forget  the  past  and  are  willing 
to  strike  up  a  new  friendly 
relationship  with  the  Americans. 

The  fils  opens  with  scenes  of 
the  Vietnam  War.  Tiana.  who 


narrates  much  of  the  film,  tells  of 
her  father’s  growing  disenchant¬ 
ment  with  the  South  Vietnamese 
Government,  for  which  he 
served  as  an  information  officer. 
His  government,  he  felt,  could 
never  win  the  war  because  it  was 
growing  too  corrupt.  Fearing  the 
worst  and  prophesying  its 
downfall,  he  took  his  family  and 
left  for  California,  where  he  took 
a  job  with  the  Voice  of  America. 
Tiana,  meanwhile,  was  suddenly 
thrust  into  American  high 
school  and  began  the  process  of 
becoming  an  American. 

Her  exuberant  personality 
seems  to  have  eased  the  transi¬ 
tion  for  her.  Eventually,  she 
makes  her  way  to  Hollywood, 
where  she  lands  roles  on  TV  and 
in  a  B-grade  action  film,  which 
the  documentary  makes  light  of 
as  being  emblematic  of  the  Hol¬ 
lywood  mentality  of  style  over 
substance.  In  time,  though,  she 
seems  to  realize  that  she  won’t 
have  much  of  a  future  there  and 
pursues  a  growing  need  to  learn 
more  about  her  native  country. 

Some  20  years  later,  she 
returns  to  find  people  who  have 
been  waiting  20  years  to  leave. 
She  also  finds  a  country  that  is 
slowly  opening  again  to  the  out¬ 
side  world  and  shedding  the 
weightiness  of  communism.  A 
high  point  of  her  journey  is  her 
meetings  with  relatives.  In  one 
scene  her  aunt  is  overwhelmed 
by  her  return.  "Life  has  been  so 
hard  for  us,"  her  aunt  says.  The 
film  makes  clear  the  suffering  en¬ 
dured  by  the  Vietnamese  in  the 
war  years,  though  most  people 
don’t  show  much  ill-will  toward 


Americans. 

One  woman  complains  that 
Americans  destroyed  her  house 
in  the  war  and  says  she  wishes  the 
Americans  would  come  back  to 
build  her  a  new  one.  Other 
people  interviewed  had  relatives 
slaughtered  in  the  well- 
publicized  My  Lai  massacre  of 
civilians  -  including  women  and 
children  -  by  American  troops. 
One  girl  explains  that  1 1  mem- 
bers  of  her  family  were 
slaughtered  in  the  massacre. 

The  scenes  of  Tiana’s  return 
are  interspersed  with  scenes 
from  the  war.  There  is  one  scene 
in  which  American  soldiers  are 
interviewed  on  a  Vietnamese 
beach.  They  make  racist  remarks 
about  Vietnamese  women  but 
seem  completely  oblivious  of  it. 
There  are  also  the  mechanical 
voices  of  American  officialdom 
reassuring  doubters  that  every¬ 
thing  is  all  right  in  Vietnam.  One 
official  expounds  on  the  effec¬ 
tiveness  and  safety  of  Agent 
Orange,  while  the  film  cuts  to  a 
laboratory  in  which  deformed 
fetuses  have  been  preserved  in 
glass  jars. 

In  one  of  the  film’s  most 
bizarre  scenes,  Tiana  corners 
Gen.  William  Westmoreland, 
the  commander  of  US  troops  in 
Vietnam,  at  -  of  all  places  -  the 
opening  of  "Miss  Saigon."  Wear¬ 
ing  a  Southeast  Asian  cone- 
shaped  hat,  he  tries  to  defend 
remarks  he  made  about  Asians 
decades  before.  In  the  course  of 
an  interview,  he  had  said:  "The 
oriental  doesn’t  put  the  same 
high  price  on  life  as  Westerners." 
Confronted  by  this  remark,  the 


General  tries  desperately  to  ex¬ 
plain  exactly  what  he  did  mean. 
Unfortunately,  his  clarification 
comes  out  sounding  essentially 
the  same  as  his  earlier  remarks. 

Filmed  in  fairly  short  seg¬ 
ments  so  that  it  has  the  feel  of  a 
diary  or  notebook,  "From  Hol¬ 
lywood  to  Hanoi"  is  successful 
largely  because  of  the  way  it  al 
lows  remarks  to  resonate  at  the 
end  of  segments,  revealing  the 
filmmaker’s  thoughtful  take  on 
the  war  and  relations  between 
these  two  countries  now. 

The  film  concludes  with  a 
message  from  a  mother  in  Viet¬ 
nam,  who  seems  to  mean  every 
word  she  says.  She  is  speaking  to 
Americans,  explaining  that  the 
war  created  suffering  for  both 
Vietnamese  and  American 
mothers  who  lost  their  children. 
That  suffering  was  the  same.  It’s 
this  common  suffering  that  binds 
these  two  countries  now,  Tiana 
suggests. 

Tiana,  who  spoke  at  the  film’s 
opening  night  in  Cambridge, 
said  she  has  since  started  a  foun¬ 
dation  and  plans  to  regularly 
return  to  Vietnam.  Soon,  she 
says,  she  and  other  Americans 
will  go  back  to  Vietnam  to  build 
that  lady  a  house.

strong  measure  to  reduce  the 
number  of  guns  in  the  city’s 
neighborhoods.  "We’re  going  to 
take  the  guns  away,"  he  said. 
Lydon  has  proposed  the  creation 
of  elite  police  units  who  would 
enter  areas  where  large  numbers 
of  guns  are  known  to  exist  to  con¬ 
fiscate  them.  "We’re  also  dedi¬ 
cated  to  taking  the  guns  out  of 
the  hands  of  our  kids,"  he  said, 
adding  that  his  administration 
would  "make  it  harder  both  to 
buy  and  own  a  gun." 

Lydon  holds  strong  opinions 
on  education.  While  he  said  he 
was  pleased  that  police  commis¬ 
sioner  William  Bratton  publicly 
stated  that  parents  have  to  take 
more  responsibility  for  the  be¬ 
havior  of  their  children  follow¬ 
ing  a  weekend  of  deadly  violence 
in  the  city,  Lydon  believes  that 
some  problems  facing  the  school 
system  originate  in  the  system  it¬ 
self.  Lydon  has  filed  a  suit  against 
acting  Mayor  Thomas  Menino 
for  his  decision  to  negotiate  a 
teachers  contract  before  the  next 
mayor  takes  office. 

"I  think  the  teachers  union 
and  the  school  department  has 
got  to  put  its  full  mind  in  educa¬ 
tion,"  he  added.  Too  much  effort, 
he  suggested,  is  being  expended 
worrying  about  job  contracts  and 
"power  plays."  Lydon  said  the 
Boston  School  System  doesn’t 
measure  up  in  terms  of  test 
scores  and  attendance  records. 
"We’ve  got  to  accept  the  assign¬ 
ment  to  teach  kids,"  he  said. 

Lydon  believes  that  the 
schools  must  seek  effective 
methods  to  educate  children 
who  may  have  family  problems 
or  who  come  from  single-parent 
households.  He  argues  the 
schools  must  face  up  to  the 
realities  at  hand.  "We’ve  still  got 
to  meet  them  (the  students) 
where  they’re  at,"  he  said. 

Lydon  said  the  mayor  of  the 
city  should  be  someone  who 
"feels  at  home  everywhere"  and  is 
"interested  in  everybody"  and 
"sees  that  spark  of  divinity  in 
everyone."

Acting  Mayor  Thomas 
Menino,  50,  is  the  former  City 
Council  President.  He  became 
acting  mayor  when  Flynn 
resigned  this  summer.  Repre¬ 
senting  the  Hyde  Park  district 
since  1983,  Menino  has  already 
take  a  number  of  steps  to  attract 
Asian  votes.

also  explore  the  artist’s  "spiritual 
life."  For  Lee,  that  means  explor¬ 
ing  the  sometimes  disturbing, 
sometimes  funny,  convergences 
that  have  become  an  integral 
part  of  his  own  experience.  He 
explains  that  although  he  was 
born  in  Taiwan,  he  was  actually 
brought  up  thinking  of  himself  as 
connected  to  mainland  Chinese 
culture,  since  his  father  was  born 
on  the  mainland  and  had  to  flee 
to  Taiwan  because  of  the  civil 


war. 

So  although  he  found  himself 
growing  up  in  Taiwan,  he  was  in 
many  ways  seeing  life  with  the 
sensibility  of  a  mainlander.  "1  was 
brought  up  as  a  Chinese,"  he  says, 
adding  that  he  always  kept  an 
abstract  idea  of  China  in  his 
mind  while  growing  up.  His  iden¬ 
tity  was  further  challenged  when 
he  came  to  the  US,  where  he 
found  a  whole  new  set  of  conver¬ 


gences  and  clashing  identities. 
"Then  I’m  Chinese  in  America," 
he  says,  explaining  that  on  top  of 
that  he  was  also  becoming  a  New 
Yorker,  which  offers  its  own  kind 
of  cultural  identity.  "So  naturally 
all  these  elements  clash 
together,"  he  says.  "I  make 
dreams  out  of  it." 

Lee  suggests  he  takes  these 
convergences  and  filters  them 
through  his  imagination  to  cre¬ 
ate  his  personal  vision.  "I’m  al¬ 
ways  looking  for  something 
fresh,  a  new  combination,"  says 
the  quiet  spoken  filmmaker, 

"Those  films  really  reflect  my 
life,"  he  says,  especially  in  their 
emotions  and  spirit,  if  not  always 
in  fact.  For  example,  "The  Wed¬ 
ding  Banquet"  has  a  scene  in 
which  Wai-T ung  marries  a  young 
woman  at  City  Hall,  though  it  is 
a  marriage  of  convenience  rather 
than  the  real  thing.  Lee,  how¬ 
ever,  points  out  that  he  actually 
lived  through  the  experience  of 
marrying  his  wife  at  City  Hall  in 
New  York  while  his  mother 
stood  by  crying.

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perience,  however,  the  marriage 
was  real. 

Lee  says  some  characters  in 
his  Films  resemble  him  in  many 
ways.  "Wai-Tung’s  a  lot  like 
myself,"  he  says  of  the  lead  char¬ 
acter  of  "The  Wedding  Banquet." 
But,  he  adds,  the  situation 
depicted  in  "A  Wedding  Ban¬ 
quet,"  in  which  the  gay  main 
character  gets  married  to  please 
his  parents  and  hide  the  fact  that 
he  is  gay,  was  drawn  from  the  real 
life  situation  of  someone  he 
knew.  "Every  time  the  parents 
showed  up  they  removed  furni¬ 
ture,  took  down  pictures,  and 
pretended  the  lover  was  the 
landlord,"  he  says  of  the  acquain- 
tance,  who  was  also  from 
Taiwan.  It  was  the  absurdity  of 
the  situation  that  inspired  him  to 
write  a  script. 

"The  Wedding  Banquet,"  he 
says,  is  about  "someone  living  a 
big  lie";  it’s  about  a  person  who 
suppresses  his  true  self  for  the 
sake  of  his  family,  especially  for 
his  father  who  was  a  general  in 
the  Guomindang  army  in  China, 
he  explains.  "His  being  gay  is  the 
ultimate  challenge  to  the  family," 
he  says.  "I  just  thought  it  was 
great  dramatic  material." 

In  fact,  says  Lee,  his  films  tend 
to  focus  on  the  dynamics  of  what 
he  considers  "the  [Chinese]  fami¬ 
ly  in  transition."  Lee  suggests 
that  the  concepts  of  democracy 
and  freedom  are  penetrating 
older  cultures  like  the  Chinese 
and  altering  them  permanently. 
His  own  two  sons  have  very 
American  ideas,  says  Lee,  who 
lives  in  New  York.  "It’s 
everywhere,"  he  says.  "It’s  a  trend 
of  the  world.  It’s  democracy  and 
freedom. ..Once  you  taste  it 
there’s  no  going  back." 

While  Lee  suggests  that  such 
changes  may  upset  people  who 
want  to  hold  onto  more  tradi¬ 


tional  concepts  of  the  family,  his 
films  suggest  that  there’s  no 
turning  back  the  clock,  especially 
for  Chinese  living  in  this  country. 
People,  he  says,  "just  have  to 
learn  to  accept  each  other.  That’s 
the  way  it  goes.  Nothing  stands 
still." 

In  writing  a  film  about  a  gay 
relationship,  Lee  says  he  ex¬ 
perienced  his  share  of  fears 
about  how  it  would  be  received 
in  Taiwan  and  by  his  father. 
He  knew  of  only  one  Chinese 
film  that  had  touched  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  being  gay  before.  He  says 
his  thoughts  went  something 
like:  "Oh,  my  father’s  going  to 
read  it;  he’ll  be  embarrassed." 
But,  he  adds,  nothing  happened, 
j  His  parents  said  nothing  and  the 
I  film  became  a  huge  success  in 
Taiwan. 

"It’s  pretty  scary,  but  it  turned 
out  quite  all  right,"  he  says. 
"What  I  feared  didn’t  happen." 
People,  he  adds,  "seemed  to  take 
it  very  benevolently."  Lee  points 
out  that  Taiwan  has  changed 
dramatically  in  the  last  10  years. 
Old  ideologies  and  social  values 
have  collapsed.  "It’s  becoming  a 
more  pluralistic  society,"  he  says. 
"It’s  on  the  edge  of  accepting  dif¬ 
ferent  values." 

Lee  has  addressed  some  of 
these  value  changes  in  his  films. 
In  "Pushing  Hands,"  the  elderly 
Chinese  father  living  in  New 
York  ends  up  following  the 
"American  way"  and  goes  off  to 
live  alone  in  Chinatown  because 
he  felt  unwanted  at  his  son’s 
house.  And  in  "The  Wedding 
Banquet,"  the  parents  reach 
some  kind  of  accommodation 
with  their  son’s  gayness.  "Both 
end  the  American  way,"  he  says. 
And  while  "life  is  somewhat  nos¬ 
talgic  for  the  elderly"  in  his  films, 
he  says,  there  is  also  quiet  accep¬ 
tance  of  the  new  conditions.  It’s 


this  conflict  in  values  and  the  at¬ 
tempt  made  by  the  characters  to 
come  to  terms  with  it  that  lies  at 
the  heart  of  his  films. 

Living  in  New  York  now  and 
with  two  sons  growing  up 
American,  Lee  places  himself 
squarely  in  the  contemporary 
American  world.  "You  don’t 
want  to  live  a  lifestyle  of  500 
years  ago,"  he  says.  Lee  doesn’t 
stop  his  children  from  absorbing 
American  culture.  His  attitude 
is:  If  there’s  "something  good  in 
Chinese  culture  use  it." 

"If  it’s  good  it  will  survive.  He 
says  he  tries  not  to  dictate  to  his 
children  or  impose  on  them  the 
values  of  another  time  and  place. 

He  says  it’s  not  good  to  send 
children  conflicting  messages.  If 
a  child  "learns  one  thing  in 
school  and  one  thing  in  the  fami¬ 
ly,"  it  tends  to  confuse  them,  he 
says.  His  children  will  take  what 
they  need  and  value  from  the 
Chinese  tradition  and  be  proud 
of  it.  "If  it’s  something  good  he’ll 
show  it  off  to  his  friends,"  he  says. 

Lee  suggests  that  he  generates 
most  of  his  film  ideas  when  he 
"spaces  out."  The  "  best  ideas  are 
from  nowhere,"  he  says,  smiling 
and  a  little  perplexed  by  his  own 
words.  "You’ve  got  to  go 
nowhere  to  find  it."  But,  he  adds, 

"I’d  say  it’s  important  for  artists 
to  be  sensitive.  To  keep  that  sen¬ 
sitive  mind.  To  keep  it  fresh  and 
let  that  happen." 

Every  film  is  a  kind  of  leap 
into  the  unknown,  he  says.  He’s 
never  sure  how  people  will  react 
to  it.  It  can,  he  adds,  lead  to  a 
certain  amount  of  insecurity.  I

L^  pointed  out  that  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  has  been  working  for  some  time 
to  get  the  Boston  Police  Department  to 
increase  the  number  of  Asian  officers 
and  said  that  of  the  roughly  2,000  of¬ 
ficers  on  the  force  now,  only  13  are 
Asian.
